COMMISSIONERS SENT TO NICAR- 
AGUA ESTIMATE IT AT 
$135,000,000. 


NEW YORK. Dec. 2.—The preliminary 
report of the Nicaragua Cane) Commission, 
consisting of Gen. Haines, Admiral Walk- 
er and Prof. Haupt, has been completed, 
and will be read before the Senate commit- 
tee either during the Christmas recess of 


Congress or immediately afterward. 

This report will give many details of con- 
struction in regard to the proposed route 
and will give a close figure on the entire 
cost of the undertaking, as far as human 
ingenuity can foresee. 

A aummary of these costs have been made 
out in sections, and without going into the 
detalls of curves and levels, they are as 
follows: 

The eastern harbor and jetties will re- 
quire about 9,000,000 cubic yards of soft ex- 
cavations. The jetties themselves require 
about 400,000 cubic yards of riprap stone. 

The Greytown section of the canal, that is 
the section beginning at the harbor and 
reaching to the east divide, will require 
16,000,000) cubic yards of earth and clay ex- 
cavations. The three locks in this. section 
will cost in“the netghborhood of $10,000,000 
complete, with 3,000,000 yarda excavation. 
This section is about 13% miles in length 
and runs through the jungle country near 
the coast. There will be acres of clear- 
ing and grubbing aled in this section. The 
incidental expenses will amount to little be- 
sides those above enumerated, and therefore 
they are omitted. 

The divide section reaches from here 
through the high rocky range of hille to 
There are seven and one- 
half million cubic pares of rock in this cut 
and about five miilion yards of earth and 
clay. The depth of thia cut will be miti- 
gated by the height of the canal, which te 
here 112 feet above the sea. The actual 
cutting will be about B® feet in the decpest 
part. From here begins the Ochoa section, 
which runs throug the San Francisco 
Basin and Florida Lagoon. This is low 
country and the cutting which will reach 
to the Ochoa dam, M% miles from the 
Caribbean Sea, wiil only add ten million 
yards to the figures, making a trifle over 
forty million cubic yarda to the dam. 

From here a ness of the cut through 
the Ban Juan river will ag regate 4.000.000 
cubic yarda, with about Fo. more for 
curves, widening and 200 acres clearing 
and grubbing. This will not include any 
of the dams or embankments, but simply 
the channel cutting in the bed of the n 
Juan river.
